Troubles On

SPACE 
CENTER, Houston, 
Tex. (AP) — The Gemini 5 
spacecraft was cleared for the 
seventh day in space today and 
hurtled on toward its eight day 
goal, 
turning awkward cart­ 
wheels along the way. 
Earlier troubles that threat­ 
ened to cut the mission short by 
one day were under control. The 
seventh-day go-ahead came at 
8:02 a.m. (EST). 
Pilot Charles (Pete) Conrad . 
Jr. asked what the mission clock 
read and was told "50 hours to 
go.” Command pilot L. Gordon 
Cooper Jr. said he slept 8hours 
out of 24, but was "still sleepy." 
Temperatures in the space­ 
craft cabin were fairly normal 
—in the 60 degree range, offi­ 
cials said, although some of the 
astronaut comments indicated 
the 
temperature was below 
freezing. Cooper and Conrad re­ 
mained comfortable 
in their 
spacesuits. 
The tumbling • caused by the 
jet-like push of venting hydrogen 
gas - was expected to diminish 
as the flight continued, perhaps 
ending by nightfall. 
The go-ahead, beamed up to 
Gemini 5 by capsule communi­ 
cator James A, McDivitt, was 
for 106 orbits. 
The two astronauts triggered 
their jet thrusters periodically 
to straighten out the slowly ac­ 
celerating tumble of the craft. 
With 
Conrad asleep, Cooper 
Jr. told controllers the tumble 
rate was a little bit high — 
about two turns a minute 
— 
but "not too bad.” 
"We didn't really feel much 
specifically except that items 
that have been flying around 
were getting slung to the side of 
the cockpit,” Cooper said. 
The astronauts showed 
no 
sign of motion sickness. 
By powering down the space­ 
craft « cutting its electrical 
usage - flight officials said 
they were controlling easily the 
fuel cell problems.

ton's phone starts ringing with 
callers offering advice. 
The most calls, about 100, 
came last Saturday, first day of 
the flight, when the fuel cell 
started acting up. 


"A professor at MIT (Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Teclinolo- 
gy) called from Cambridge, 
Mass., and said if we would spin 
the spacecraft like a centrifuge, 
it would shake the oxygen away 
from the side of the bottle and 
also give it the heat needed to 
turn it into gas,” Button said.

"saying that her woman's intui­ 
tion told her that a screw was 
loose in the fuel cell.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Atty. Gen. Norman H. Ander­ 
son ruled today the legislature 
cannot refer the problem of re- 
districting the House to a bi­ 
partisan commission by mere­ 
ly passing a law. 
The only way a bipartisan 
commission can be set up to do 
the troublesome job, the attor­ 
ney general said, is to pass a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment, refer it to the people and 
let the voters decide at an elec­ 
tion. 
Or 
the General Assembly 
could do the job itself. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes has 
repeatedly recommended that a 
bipartisan commission be es- 
tabled to redistrict the House, 
just as the Senate is being re­ 
apportioned now. 
But the 1965 legislature re­ 
jected that approach. Instead it 
submitted 
to the people a 
constitutional amendment that 
would have validated a redis- 
tricting plan worked out by the 
House itself. 
The amendment was soundly 
defeated at a special election 
Aug. 
17. 
That 
left 
the 
whole question up in the air. 
Hearnes immediately asked 
Anderson for an opinion to clar­ 
ify how the problem could be 
solved in order to comply with 
a federal court requirement 
that the legislature must be ap­ 
portioned on a one man-one 
vote basis. Today's ruling was 
the result. 
The opinion also held: 
There is no limitation on the 
size of the House. It has 163 
members now and the House 
plan that was rejected by the 
voters would have resulted in a 
168-member house. 
The federal court decision did 
not knock out the bipartisan 
Senatorial redistricting meth­ 
od. The 10-member commis­ 
sion working on that problem 
Is expected to finish its job 
next week. 
Anderson’s ruling clears the 
way for the governor to call a 
special session of the legisla­ 
ture and he has indicated that 
probably will be done in mid- 
October.

sion could be established by

But Anderson did not 
'agree. 
"It is our view,” he said,

create districts by statute and 
cannot delegate to any commis­ 
sion or other body the power to 
create such district.

We are looking for ways and 
means to reduce taxes and at 
the same time to hold budget 
deficits, with all the dangers of 
more inflation which is inher­ 
ent in them, to a minimum fig­ 
ure.

This has been achieved by the 
nation’s independent business­ 
men asking the United States 
T reasury to speed up its in­ 
vestigations. 
However, the accelerated in­ 
vestigations are not requested 
of themselves, but of foreign 
businessmen. In a poll just com­ 
pleted by the National Feder­ 
ation of Independent Business, 
a m ajority of 76% of the inde­ 
pendent business respondents 
voted in favor of H. R. 301, 
introduced before the Congress 
by Representative John Dent of 
Pennsylvania, which would re ­ 
quire the Treasury Department 
to complete its investigations 
within 180 days of complaints 
that foreign producers are sell­ 
ing goods at lower prices in the 
United States than in other na­ 
tions. Only 17% voted against the 
bill, with 7% undecided. 
This bill is the current at­ 
tempt to at least develop a 
modicum of protection out of the 
United States system of pro­ 
tective tariffs. For many years 
the Congress, either by direct 
action by authority granted to 
it by the Constitution, or by its 
agent, the Tariff Commission, 
handled the adjustments of ta r­ 
iffs. About thirty years ago, 
when the first reciprocal trade 
treaty was enacted, the tariff 
making provisions were largely 
transferred to the State Depart­ 
ment. However, the Congress 
did provide that foreign pro­ 
ducers cannot use the Ameri­ 
can m arket as a dumping ground 
for surplus production. But in 
one of those inexplicable de­ 
velopments in government, the 
responsibility for investigating 
charges of surplus dumping on 
the U.S. shores is held by the 
Treasury Department, 
which 
is charged after completion of 
its studies to forward the in­ 
formation to the Tariff Com* „ 
mission for action. 
However, the complaint is that 
the T reasury Department has 
been too slow in making investi­ 
gations, with many complaints 
received that it is requiring at 
the present time, an average of . 
15 months before the Treasury 
Department issues a report on

can act.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON—A mysterious 
outbreak of black water fever 
in South Viet Nam has led army 
doctors to wonder whether the 
Communists are resorting to 
germ warfare. 
A single Viet Cong infiltrater 
could wipe out or incapacitate 
an entire army camp with no 
more than a spray gun. As a 
precaution, our troops in South 
Viet Nam have been provided 
with special antibiotics and vac­ 
cines. 
Significantly, 
the North Viet 
Nam 
radio and press have 
started 
blaring 
accusations 
about American use of germ 
warfare. It is an old Communist 
trick to accuse their enemies 
of the precise tactics they are 
using. 
During the Korean War, for 
example, the Communists ac­ 
cused the United States of scat­ 
tering frozen, 
disease-laden 
mosquitoes over North Korea. 
When the people lit their fires, 
the 
mosquitoes 
supposedly 
thawed out and with deadly bites 
started an epidemic. 
Puzzled 
American 
experts 
wondered how the Reds had con­ 
ceived such a preposterious 
idea. 
Then 
their 
research 
turned up the interesting coin­ 
cidence that Northern Siberia 
is 
infested 
with a hardy 
mosquito that comes out of the 
ice in the spring and bites the 
natives. 
FROZEN INSECTS 
Apparently the Russians,tak­ 
ing a lesson from the mosquito, 
had been experimenting with 
frozen 
insects. 
The use of 
mosquitoes, ticks, lice 
and 
other carriers to spread dis­ 
ease is a weapons system of its 
own called entomological war­ 
fare. 
Unfortunately, germ warfare 
has become such a taboo sub­ 
ject that the public is unaware 
of the danger. The blunt truth 
is that the United States, for 
all its elaborate and expensive 
defenses, could be devastated 
by a few enemy agents smuggl­ 
ing bacteria into the country 
in suitcases. 
A single automobile spraying

germs across country through 
its tailpipe could cause an epi­ 
demic that could destroy crops, 
kill off livestock, or wipe out 
hundreds of thousands of people. 
One General estim ates that 10 
airplanes, each loaded with 10,- 
000 pounds of dry biological 
warfare m aterial, could scatter 
enough bacteria over the United 
States to knock out one-third of 
the population. 
Moreover, the.bacteria can be 
produced easily and cheaply. 
Even a tiny country, such as 
Cuba, would have no difficulty 
waging secret biological war­ 
fare against the United States. 
GERM WARFARE RING? 
Indeed, unconfirmed intelli­ 
gence reports have suggested 
that freebooting scientists may 
have 
been hired by Dictator 
Castro to set up a germ war­ 
fare ring in Cuba. 
While 
the 
Russians, 
the 
Chinese and possibly the Cubans 
have been experimenting with 
germ warfare, our own scien­ 
tists have not been asleep in 
their laboratories. 
Tney have developed new virus 
and rickettsla strains against 
which the world has 
no im­ 
munity. This has been accom­ 
plished by 
using 
chemicals, 
radiation, ultraviolet light and 
other agents to produce bac­ 
teriological freaks or mutants. 
Some are so deadly that uni­ 
versities in the vicinity of the 
Army’s Pine Bluff, Ark., lab­ 
oratories 
have 
been given 
secret contracts to test the wild 
life constantly for the slightest 
sign of escaped virus. Elaborate 
precautions 
are 
taken, 
of 
course, to confine the bizarre 
germs to the labs. 
A Boston outfit, called Phy­ 
sicians 
for Social 
Respon­ 
sibility, is circulating a report 
that “ government officials at 
high policymaking levels are 
advocating 
use of biological 
weapons in Viet Nam” and that 
‘ ‘a contract has been assigned 
to a New England concern for 
a rush program to adapt biologi­ 
cal agents for use in Viet Nam.” 
Inquiring senators learned that 
the alleged contract was sup­ 


posed to have been granted to 
Travelers 
Research, Inc., of 
Hartford, 
Conn. 
However. 
Pentagon spokesmen emphati­ 
cally denied any intention of 
using biological warfare in Viet 
Nam. 
The government, they 
added, also has no germ war­ 
fare contract with Travelers 
Research. 
CONFLICTING STORIES 
This column was told a dif­ 
ferent story, however, by Dr. 
Robert Ellis, who is directing 
germ 
warfare 
studies for 
Travelers Research. He ac­ 
knowledged that the company 
had 
germ warfare contracts 
with the Air Force’s Office of 
Scientific Research, the Army 
Material Command, 
and the 
Army test center at Dugway, 
Utah. 
He said the company’s scien­ 
tists were studying “the be­ 
havior of toxics in the environ­ 
ment.” This would Include the 
use of air currents for the pos­ 
sible delivery of tonic clouds 
over a target. They were also 
conducting other research too 
secret to talk about, he said. 
Dr. Ellis convincingly denied, 
however, that their studies had 
anything to do with Viet Nam, 
though he acknowledged their 
research could be applied any­ 
where in the world. 
In view of the Pentagon’s ear­ 
lier denial, this column asked 
the Air Force to check again 
whether it had a germ warfare 
contract with Travelers Re­ 
search. 
A spokesman 
acknowledged 
that the company is working on 
germ warfare research, includ­ 
ing a study of “ attitudes within 
the leadership element in the 
U. S. government toward the 
employment of Incapacitating 
weapons 
and the reaction of 
probable public opinion.” 
The point is that biological 
warfare could be humane. Our 
laboratories 
have developed 
germs that could incapacitate 
a whole nation without killing a 
soul. The population would be 
too weak to resist an invasion, 
later would recover without any 
harmful after-effects.

Huge Pension Funds. 
Washington, D. C.: — Youth 
is elusive except to those who 
have it in abundance. So many 
of us don’t. Not even Walter 
Reuther, labor’s angry “ young 
man.’* He’s 58 this week and 
under his auto union rules must 
retire from the presidency in 
seven years. 
When he does he’ll be 
the 
most famous of the union's 
half million retirees 
and un­ 
doubtedly just about getting his 
second wind 
His 
and their pensions will 
be part of a huge reserve of 
billions of dollars which have 
been disturbing some senators. 
Since 
the senators are 
John 
McClellan and Karl Mundt they 
are not exactly worried over 
Reuther’s future security. TTiey 
feel somehow Reuther will make 
out. It’s the awesome size of 
the private pension funds — and 
the security thereof 
which 
concern them. 
There is at the moment over 
$77.2 
billion 
in 
the private 
pension funds of the land. 
This is within reaching dis­ 
tance of the annual budget of 
the U. S. and will double in ten 
years. 
There is more money now in 
these private funds than in all 
the governmental pension pools 
put together •• social security, 
railroad retirement, and state, 
local and federal employes sys­ 
tems. 
The private funds income — 
some $6.6 billion 
annually 
(as of 1964) is higher than the 
annual budgets of Sweden, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Brazil and most 
of the countries in the other 
114-member United Nations. 
ft's awesome. So for the past 
year, Sen. McClellan's investi­ 
gating committee, which has on 
it the energetic Sen. Mundt, has 
been looking into the drought- 
less pool of liquid cash, stocks, 
bonds and mortgages •• a con­ 
siderable portion of which are 
influenced by unions and their 
financial experts. 
They've discovered abuses 
in the “ tiny" funds, the assets 
of which range from four to 
eight 
million 
dollars. They 
found some pension fund union 
trustees hire weird consultants. 
They've run into actuaries who 
provide “ statements of accomo­ 
dation" which give the client 
union's leaders exactly what 
they 
want and not what is 
scientifically accurate. 
The Senators have unearthed

ulations. 


Such new laws could affect the 
bulk of the carefully handled 
funds 
as 
well as those now 
being abused. So there is dis­ 
agreement amongst the 
ex­ 
perts - in business as well as 
in labor circles — over the 
need for the regulations. 
A neutral observer, Martin 
E. Segal, the nation's leading 
expert, who is president of the 
consulting firm bearing 
his 
name (advisors to 1,000 such 
pension funds) recently 
dis­ 
cussed the awesome nature of 
the 
monies 
with 
this cor­ 
respondent. 
“ There’s a widespread idea 
that 
this 
money 
has been 
squirreled 
away.” explained 
Mr. Segal. “ That it's just sitting 
in banks and vaults waiting for 
people to grow old. 


“ ft isn’t. That enormous sum 
is a three-way support for the 
American economy, a triple 
guarantee of the health of our 
economy and the security of 
America’s 
wage 
and salary 
earners." 
Mr. Segal, who is frequently 
consulted by the government, 
added that it represents the 
retirement security of millions 
of employes. The money also is 
the “ biggest bloc of growth 
capital” for American industry 
which borrows on it. And it 
provides billions 
of dollars 
of purchasing power for our 
ever-increasing older popula­ 
tion which 
now is spending $2 
billion a year out of their re­ 
tirement pension checks. 
Segal’s researchers have dis­ 
covered that the pension funds 
are 
the biggest buyers 
of 
securities in the land. 
The 
pension plans as a group bought 
more 
stocks 
than insurance 
companies, banks, investment 
firm s and more than individual 
investors did last year. 
These pension plans buy bil­ 
lions of dollars worth of com­ 
mon stock, corporate bonds and 
notes. The money 
originally 
comes from industry and for 
the most part is handled by a 
joint board of labor and man­ 
agement trustees. 
As Sam Goldwyn would say, 
there is no tin in that gold, 
ft's a pity some labor men 
mishandle their trust and throw 
suspicion on the whole gargan­ 
tuan structure of dollars. 
Those are the men the sena­ 
tors are after.

Did Luke write the Acts of 
the Apostles? 
It is believed by some that 
the books of Luke and Acts at 
one time formed a single work, 
which we might entitle "A His­ 
tory of Origins." They would 
have been separated when some 
Christians wished to have the 
four gospels in one codex, or 
book. Their separation would 
have been prior to 150 A. D. 
This is not, however, certain. 
1 Is only a theory. 
Usage then in vogue was, for 
example, the "Acts of Hanni­ 
bal," or the "Acts of Alex­ 
ander." This term designates 
neither history nor biography 
properly, but rather actions 
performed in an outstanding 
manner by some famous person 
or even by a nation. 
Acts really gives a selected 
number of incidents and deals 
with but five of the Apostles; 
Jiames the Greater, John, James 
the Lesser, Peter, and Paul, 
with references to Jude and 
Matthias. 
While it should be noted the 
Acts 
are 
not 
history as 
ordinarily written, insomuch as 
incidents are freely chosen out 
* 
y the writer, the accuracy of 
cts remains outstanding. 
Acts is not a biography either, 
for there is no effort to give 
full details on any of the men 
treated. The aim of Acts is 
entirely 
in 
the theological 
realm. 
The writer of Acts probably 
made notes on his trips with 
Paul. These are represented 
in what have come to be called 
the "We4Jections." The first 
person plural is used without 
any indication to the reader that 
a change is about to appear. 
Acts is varied in style and 
vividness, some sections being 
heavy and showing signs of an 
Aramaic substratum, while oth­ 
ers are brilliantly Greek. 
The man who wrote the Acts, 
(probably Luke) was a note- 
taker, with piles of information 
before him, out of which he 
produced the amazing book. 
His documentation was rich, 
varied, more than a little ex­ 
tensive, and containing a good 
deal of circumstances. 
Luke belonged to the cultured 
class of the Hellenistic world. 
He had made studies in medi­ 
cine, he knew Greek well, and 
wrote it with ease. Paul met 
Luke on his second missionary 
journey at Troas, and took him 
along to Philippi. 
Luke’s early life is uncertain, 
and 
authentic 
record 
is 
meager. Yet, according 
to 
most 
biblical 
scholars, 
he 
seems to be the likely author of 
Acts.

late State criminal processes 
by an excessive solicitude for 
the rights of narcotics peddlers, 
m urderers, and rapists. 
In this regard, it is instruc­ 
tive to look back at the Su­ 
preme Court's opinion of 1962 
in Robinson v. California. 
In that case, the defendant 
violated a California statute 
which provided: 
“ No person

tics." Violation of the statute 
was made punishable by a jail 
term of not less than 90 days 
nor more than one year.

fendant had used narcotics three 
or four times a week, for the 
preceding three to four months, 
and that he had used narcotics 


at least 
seven times in the 15 
days immediately preceding his 
arrest. Such use was shown 
to be voluntary, and not through 
the loss of the power of self- 
control. The defendant 
was 
convicted by the Los Angeles 
Municipal Court; his convic­ 
tion and sentence for viola­ 
tion of the statute were upheld 
by 
the California appellate 
court. A majority of the United 
States Supreme Court, 
how­ 
ever, reversed the conviction 
for the following reason: 
It is unlikely that any State 
at this moment in history would 
attempt to make it a criminal 
offense for a person to

mentally ill, or a leper, or 
to be afflicted with ? venereal 
disease. A State might deter­ 
mine that the general health 
and welfare require that the 
victims of these and

THE PRESSURES FROM WITHOUT 


Johnson, Now 57, 
Always Ambitious

WASHINGTON (AP) — Lyn­ 
don B, Johnson was 57 today 
and if the world looks different 
to him than on his 47th birthday 
it's not just because he was the 
Senate Democratic leader then 
but President now. 
In August 10 years ago, short­ 
ly before his birthday, he went 
home from m ore than a month 
in a hospital after a heart at­ 
tack, not knowing for sure what 
he could do with the rest of his 
life. 
He wouldn't know until after a 
final medical check in Decem­ 
ber. The doctors might say he 
could go on as before, but slow­ 
er, or that he'd have to resign 
the majority le ad e r's jobandbe 
just another senator, with a lot 
less work. 
Before he left the hospital he 
wrote me a le tte r, asking me 
out to see him the day after he 
got home. Other newsmen got 
sim ilar le tte rs and visited him 
other days. It w asn't hard to see 
why, after talking with him. 
He apparently wouldn't let 
him self 
believe the doctors 
might order a quieter and less 
important life. I felt then, and I 
think I was right, he wanted to 
get out the word that he was 
bouncing back, as good as ever. 
That he was am bitious was 
always obvious. But there was 
no indication in anything he said 
that he was thinking of the pres­ 
idency although, looking back, 
it's easy to believe he must 
have always had that hope. 
For an am azing 2V2 hours he 
talked a torrent: 
About 
him self, 
his 
back­ 
ground, his diet after his heart 
attack, the Senate session that 
had just ended, its accom plish­ 
ment, the technique of running 
the Senate, his plans for the 
next year as leader again. 
He wasn't putting on an act. 
He was exploding with vitality 
but frustrated. He was under 
doctors* o rd ers to take it easy, 
not to climb sta irs, not to do 
more 
than walk around his 
room. 
But the doctors would have 
been astonished if they had been 
in that room, just watching him 
sitting down. He had one of 
those trick ch airs that tilts back 
and can bounce you forward. 
Johnson used it like a gymnasi­ 
um. 
He never stopped tilting him­ 
self backward or upward to 
talk, to em phasize, to find a let­ 
te r in the files next to his chair 
or dig out a record on the num­ 
ber of bills the Senate passed 
that year. 
It was 
preview of what as­ 
tonishes the country in Johnson 
now: The bottom less energy, 
the endless hours of work, the 
dashing here, there, and yonder, 
and always the attention to de­ 
tails. 
Many a heart attack victim 
goes through a se rie s of reac­ 
tions: F irst, anger and dismay 
that it could happen to him; 
next, despair when he realizes 
his life must slow down, and, 
finally, adjustm ent to the idea 
that he can still lead a pretty 
full life, even at a slower pace. 
That day at his home Johnson 
said he had only two bad mo­ 
ments after his attack, both pe­ 
riods of depression, but then 
decided because of his strong 
will and good head he could, by 
restraining his activity and his 
eating, resum e a norm al life. 
In the first seven months of 
1955 - he didn't become majori- 
ty leader until that January — 
he had chalked up the most im­ 
pressive record of Senate lead­ 
ership in this cen tury.A shesat 
there, he was figuring how he 
could do better in 1956. 
Now, after seven months as 
President, no other president in 
this century, except perhaps in 
tim e of national 
emergency, 
could match his record in get­ 
ting his program , some of it tre ­ 
mendous, through Congress. 
On that afternoon in 
1955 
Johnson explained his Senate 
success was no accident, that 
the key was detailed planning. 
He gave many exam ples. But 
that was only part of the tech­ 
nique. 
He said he believed in show­ 
ing consideration for other peo- 
pie — he was talking mostly 
about senators — and they al­ 
ways appreciated it and showed 
it by their cooperation. 
But Johnson didn't slowdown. 
He's working harder now than 


he did in 1955. If this seem s ex­ 
traordinary in som e one whc 
had such a severe heart attack, 
doctors have an explanation: 
Johnson and form er President 
Dwight D. Eisenhow er, who had 
his heart attack the sam e year, 
a re now 10 years later ap­ 
proaching the condition of men 
who never had an attack be­ 
cause collateral blood vessels 
have taken over. 
N evertheless, there is one 
puzzling thing about all this. At 
the time he was stricken, John­ 
son, 
6-feet-3, 
weighed 
200 
pounds. The doctors put him on 
a diet. 
Johnson said he'd consume 
even fewer calories than they 
allowed because he wanted to 
bring his weight down to 180. 
But today he weighs210pounds.

When I Was A Boy 


( As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal,

contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy" 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many Interesting 
and humorous anecdotes. (Verbatim copy, 
with some questions and guesses as to 
m issing words)

Blanton 


September 12, 1919 
When I was a boy a little epi­ 
sode occurred that taught me a 
lesson and made a brave man 
of a cowardly boy. It was this 
way: At school the teacher did 
not perm it boys to fight or quar­ 
re l if he could help it, but for 
all that there was a chunky boy 
in school who would not fight, 
but run at every appearance of 
trouble. On the last day of school 
I had been telling him what a 
beating I was going to give him 
on the last day of school so when 
school was dism issed he bolted 
for the door and ran around the 
house while I ran around to head 
him off and we met in the co r­ 
ner of the big chimney. 
He 
fought like a tiger to get away, 
and soon made the discovery 
that he could fight, and so did 
I, for he gave me a terrible 
beating, and after that he was 
cock of the walk and soon licked 
every boy in school. When he 
grew up he went to Fayette, 
was elected M arshal and killed 
two, if not three men while 
acting in that capacity. 
Now 
the m oral of this Is to teach 
you never to corner a coward. 
It doesn’t pay. 
I know by ex­ 
perience. 
When I was a boy of about 
eight a company was organized 
to go to Mexico to fight the 
G reasers, and as they drilled 
considerable before starting it 
put the war fever in the boys 
of the neighborhood and a com­ 
pany of boys made up of about 
a dozen, including two or three 
little negro boys to fill up, was 
soon organized. A captain was 
elected and we were put through 
the drill with our corn stalk 
guns and paper caps. 
It was 
great fun and we fully expected 
to be sent to Mexico If the war 
lasted very long. 
I have often 
wondered since the great world 
war was in progress that the 
boys everywhere did not o r­ 
ganize as we yaps did so long 
ago. 
The boy scouts were o r­ 
ganized in some places it is 
true, but they never had such a 
glorious tim e as we used to 
have, for with us it was a serious 
m atter as we fully expected to 
be called out. 
When I was a boy of 10 the 
country 
was bare of lib raries 
and reading m atter generally. 
At my grandfather's was a sort 
of box about three or four feet 
long and two feet wide. 
This 
box had shelves in it and was 
nailed up to the wall in the 
family room . 
This was called 
the lib rary and contained a lot 
of m iscellaneous books, novels 
and school books. 
Among the 
books was the “ Life of John 
A. M u rrell", the most noted 
robber and m urderer that ever 
operated in the south. 
I read 
it and prized it very highly and 
greatly adm ired his nerve and 
pluck. 
He often held great re ­ 
vivals and was very eloquent 
and his m eetings resulted in 
hundreds of conversions. While 
he was preaching his pals were 
busy on the outside stealing 
h orses and running them into 
another state. 
He was finally 
caught and 
died 
in a peni­ 
tentiary. 
I, then, after reading 
his life, determ ined to be a 
big robber or a bar keeper, but 
I finally outgrew that desire. 
When I was a boy there was 
no hay fever in the country. 
Fact is, the people had never 
heard of such a thing, but 
people occassionally had a real 
old fashioned “ bad cold", but 
this was no serious m atter as 
it soon passed away after the 
victim had bathed his feet and 
legs up to the knees in a tub 
of w ater as hot as he could 
stand it. 
Then he was put to 
bed at once, given a dose of 
castor oil, and left to sweat 
it out of his system . Nowadays 
hay fever is quite fashionable, 
especially if you have leisure 
and money enough to spend 
August in the Rocky Mountains.

spacesuits. 
The tumbling - caused by the 
jet-like push of venting hydrogen 
gas - was expected to diminish 
as the flight continued, perhaps 
ending by nightfall. 
The go-ahead, beamed up to 
Gemini 5 by capsule communi­ 
cator Jam es A. McDivitt, was 
for 106 orbits.

AstheG -2for its members, 
the association is especially important to those 
in small towns and rural areas who might 
otherwise feel a remoteness from their fellows 
in the metropolitan centers. As a force that 
'an do collectively what its members can’t do 
ndividually, it speaks for its industry with a 
nighty voice - that gives the smallest member 
the same authority as the largest. 
Its sleuths are encamped on Washington’s 
Capitol Hill, its information specialists supply 
the Government bureaus with industry facts, 
figures and attitudes and legislation affecting 
business is largely drafted by association staff 
experts or specially appointed committees. 
In forming their own club nearly half a century 
ago, the men who run the trade associations 
were determined that their own American Society 
of Association Executives should be a model 
for all the others. This has provided not only 
a lofty standard to maintain, but a necessary 
one since the solepurposeof ASAE is to improve 
the operations of their members’organizations.

WE AWAIT THE ANSWER 
We are looking for ways and 
means to reduce taxes and at 
the same time to hold budget 
deficits, with all the dangers of 
more inflation which is inher­ 
ent in them, to a minimum fig­ 
ure. 
One way of helping to achieve 
that goal, obviously, would be 
to create new sources of taxa­ 
tion where it can be done with 
fairness, and without damage 
to the economy. 
It can be done — and there 
is an outstanding example of 
the possibility. 
If 
govern­ 
ment electric power projects 
w ere taxed, 
annual federal 
revenue would increase by $135 
million. 
In urging this, the President 
of the Edison E lectric 
Insti­ 
tute said to the Senate Finance 
Com mittee: " . . . here is 
a 
place where the tax base can 
and should be broadened, re ­ 
moving unwarranted 
special 
privileges and providing nearly 
equal treatm ent of taxpayers. 
We recommend as a base - 
broadening step that 
the Fed­ 
era l corporation income tax be 
made 
applicable to Federal 
Government power agencies in 
the 
sam e manner as it is ap­ 
plicable to investor - owned 
com panies." 
Let it be stressed that this in 
no way would penalize the fed­ 
e ra l agencies concerned — they 
would simply operate on a busi­ 
ness basis more nearly com ­ 
parable to that of the investor- 
owned utilities with which they 
compete in various ways. And 
the old principle that the gov­ 
ernm ent can not be taxed was 
never designed to apply to s it­ 
uations like this. It came into 
being in a day when govern­ 
ment did not engage in business, 
and was responsible only for 
noncom mercial services which 
only government could properly 
provide. The socialized power 
system s 
are 
purely 
com­ 
m ercial, and have no connec­ 
tion whatsoever with the basic 
functions of government. 
What will Congress, with the 
toughest kind of fiscal problem 
on its hands, do about this?

While the trite bromide as to

standard has been developed. 
This has been achieved by the 
nation’s independent business­ 
men asking the United 
States 
T reasury to speed up its in­ 
vestigations. 
However, the accelerated in­ 
vestigations are not requested 
of them selves, but of foreign 
businessm en. In a poll just com ­ 
pleted by the National F eder­ 
ation of Independent Business, 
a majority of 76^ of the inde­ 
pendent business respondents 
voted in favor of H. R. 301, 
introduced before the Congress 
by Representative John Dent of 
Pennsylvania, which would re ­ 
quire the T reasury Department 
to complete its investigations 
within 180 days of complaints 
that foreign producers are se ll­ 
ing goods at lower prices in the 
United States than in other na­ 
tions. Only 17% voted against the 
bill, with 
undecided. 
This bill is the 
current at­ 
tempt to at least develop a 
modicum of protection out of the 
United States system of p ro ­ 
tective tariffs. For many years 
the Congress, either by direct 
action by authority granted to 
it by the Constitution, or by its 
agent, the T ariff Com mission, 
handled the adjustm ents of ta r ­ 
iffs. About thirty years ago, 
when the first reciprocal trade 
treaty was enacted, the tariff 
making provisions were largely 
transferred to the State D epart­ 
ment. However, the Congress 
did provide that foreign p ro ­ 
ducers cannot use the A m eri­ 
can m arket as a dumping ground 
for surplus production. But in 
one of those inexplicable de­ 
velopments in government, the 
responsibility for investigating 
charges of surplus dumping on 
the U.S. shores is held by the 
Treasury Department, 
which 
is charged after completion of 
its studies to forward the in­ 
formation to the T ariff Com- „ 
mission for action. 
However, the complaint is that 
the T reasury Department has 
been too slow in making investi­ 
gations, with many complaints 
received that it is requiring at 
the present tim e, an average of . 
15 months before the T reasury 
Department issues a report on 
which 
the Tariff Commission 
can act.

Any m anufacturer in this coun­ 
try is helpless to alleviate this 
damage or dam ages of this type, 
until the T reasury Department 
does complete its investigation.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


WASHINGTON —A m ysterious 
outbreak of black water fever 
in South Viet Nam has led army 
doctors to wonder whether the 
Communists are resorting to 
germ w arfare. 
A single Viet Cong infiltrator 
could wipe out or incapacitate 
an entire arm y camp with no 
m ore than a spray gun. As a 
precaution, our troops in South 
Viet Nam have been provided 
with special antibiotics and vac­ 
cines. 
Significantly, 
the North Viet 
Nam 
radio and press 
have 
started 
blaring 
accusations 
about American use of germ 
w arfare. It is an old Communist 
trick to accuse their enemies 
of the precise tactics they are 
using. 
During the Korean War, for 
example, the Communists ac­ 
cused the United States of scat­ 
tering 
frozen, 
disease-laden 
mosquitoes over North Korea. 
When the people lit their fires, 
the 
mosquitoes 
supposedly 
thawed out and with deadly bites 
started an epidem ic. 
Puzzled 
A m erican 
experts 
wondered how the Reds had con­ 
ceived such a preposterous 
idea. 
Then 
their 
research 
turned up the interesting coin­ 
cidence that Northern Siberia 
is 
infested 
with a hardy 
mosquito that com es out of the 
ice in the spring and bites the 
natives. 
FROZEN INSECTS 
Apparently the R ussians,tak­ 
ing a lesson from the mosquito, 
had been experim enting with 
frozen 
insects. 
The use of 
m osquitoes, ticks, lice 
and 
other c a rrie rs to spread dis­ 
ease is a weapons system of its 
own called entomological w ar­ 
fare. 
Unfortunately, germ warfare 
has become such a taboo sub­ 
ject that the public is unaware 
of the danger. The blunt truth 
is that tile United States, for 
all its elaborate and expensive 
defenses, could be devastated 
by a few enemy agents smuggl­ 
ing bacteria into the country 
in suitcases.

germ s across country through 
its tailpipe could cause an epi­ 
dem ic that could destroy crops, 
kill off livestock, or wipe out 
hundreds of thousands o fpeople. 
One General estim ates that IO 
airplanes, each loaded with 10,- 
000 pounds of dry biological 
w arfare m aterial, could scatter 
enough bacteria over the United 
States to knock out one-third of 
the population. 
M oreover, the bacteria can be 
produced easily and cheaply. 
Even a tiny country, such as 
Cuba, would have no difficulty 
waging secret biological w ar­ 
fare against the United States. 
GERM WARFARE RING? 
Indeed, unconfirmed intelli­ 
gence reports have suggested 
that freebooting scientists may 
have 
been hired by Dictator 
C astro to set up a germ w ar­ 
fare ring in Cuba. 
While 
the 
Russians, 
the 
Chinese and possibly the Cubans 
have been experim enting with 
germ w arfare, our own scien­ 
tis ts have not been asleep in 
th e ir laboratories. 
Tiiey have developed new virus 
and rickettsia strains against 
which 
the world has 
no im ­ 
munity. This has been accom ­ 
plished by 
using 
chem icals, 
radiation, ultraviolet light and 
other agents to produce bac­ 
teriological freaks or mutants. 
Some are so deadly that uni­ 
v ersities in the vicinity of the 
A rm y's Pine Bluff, Ark., lab­ 
o rato ries 
have 
been 
given 
se cret contracts to test the wild 
life constantly for the slightest 
sign of escaped virus. Elaborate 
precautions 
are 
taken, 
of 
course, to confine the bizarre 
germ s to the labs. 
A Boston outfit, called Phy­ 
sicians 
for 
Social 
Respon­ 
sibility, is circulating a report 
that "governm ent officials at 
high policymaking levels are 
advocating 
use of 
biological 
weapons in Viet N am " and that 
‘ ‘a contract has been assigned 
to a New England concern for 
a rush program to adapt biologi­ 
cal agents for use in Viet Nam.’’ 
Inquiring senators learned that 
the alleged contract was sup­ 


posed to have been granted to 
T ravelers 
R esearch, Inc., of 
H artford, 
Conn. 
However. 
Pentagon spokesmen emphati­ 
cally denied any intention of 
using biological w arfare in Viet 
Nam. 
The government, they 
added, also has no germ w ar­ 
fare contract with T ravelers 
R esearch. 
CONFLICTING STORIES 
This column was told a dif­ 
ferent story, however, by Dr. 
Robert E llis, who is directing 
germ 
w arfare 
studies 
for 
T rav elers 
Research. 
He ac­ 
knowledged that the company 
had 
germ w arfare contracts 
with the Air Force’s Office of 
Scientific R esearch, the Army 
M aterial Command, 
and the 
Arm y test center at Dugway, 
Utah. 
He said the company’s scien­ 
tists w ere studying "the be­ 
havior of toxics in the environ­ 
m ent.’* This would include the 
use of a ir cu rren ts for the pos­ 
sible delivery of tonic clouds 
over a target. They were also 
conducting other research too 
se cret to talk about, he said. 
Dr. E llis convincingly denied, 
however, that th eir studies had 
anything to do with Viet Nam, 
though he acknowledged their 
research could be applied any­ 
where in the world. 
In view of the Pentagon's e a r­ 
lier denial, this column asked 
the Air Force to check again 
whether it had a germ w arfare 
contract with T ravelers Re­ 
search. 
A spokesman 
acknowledged 
that the company is working on 
germ w arfare research, includ­ 
ing a study of "attitudes within 
the leadership elem ent in the 
U. S. government toward the 
employment 
of incapacitating 
weapons 
and the reaction of 
probable public opinion." 
The point is that biological 
w arfare could be humane. Our 
laboratories 
have developed 
germ s that could incapacitate 
a whole nation without killing a 
soul. The population would be 
too weak to re sist an invasion, 
la te r would recover without any 
harm ful after-effects.

doubtedly just about getting his 
second wind 
His — and their pensions will 
be part of a huge reserve of 
billions of dollars which have 
been disturbing some senators. 
Since 
the senators are 
John 
McClellan and Karl Mundt they 
a re not exactly worried over 
Reuther’s future security. They 
feel somehow Reuther will make 
out. It’s the awesome size of 
the private pension funds — and 
the security thereof .. which 
concern them. 
There is at the moment over 
$77.2 
billion 
in 
the private 
pension funds of the land. 
This is within reaching dis­ 
tance of the annual budget of 
the U. S. and will double in ten 
years. 
There is more money now in 
these private funds than in all 
the governmental pension pools 
put together — social security, 
railroad retirem ent, and state, 
local and federal employes sys­ 
tem s. 
The private funds income — 
some $6.6 billion 
annually 
(as of 1964) is higher than the 
annual budgets of Sweden, Bel­ 
gium, Holland, Brazil and most 
of the countries in the other 
114-member United Nations. 
ft’s awesome. So for the past 
year, Sen. McClellan’s investi­ 
gating committee, which has on 
it the energetic Sen. Mundt,has 
been looking into the drought- 
le ss pool of liquid cash, stocks, 
bonds and mortgages — a con­ 
siderable portion of which are 
influenced by unions and their 
financial experts. 
They’ve 
discovered abuses 
in the "tiny’* funds, the assets 
of which range from four to 
eight 
million 
dollars. They 
found some pension fund union 
tru stees hire weird consultants. 
TTiey've run into actuaries who 
provide "statem ents of accom o­ 
dation” which give the client 
union's leaders exactly what 
they 
want 
and 
not what is 
scientifically accurate. 
The Senators have unearthed 
funds which have padded pay­ 
ro lls and absentee trustees who 
a re lionized because they 
•- 


trol huge investm ents. 
So M essrs. McClellan 
and 
Mundt now a re working 
on 
proposed laws not only 
for 
more detailed reporting 
by 
the funds, but for tougher reg-* 
ulations. 


Such new laws could affect the 
bulk of the carefully handled 
funds 
as 
well as those now 
being abused. So there is dis­ 
agreem ent amongst the 
ex­ 
perts — in business as well as 
in labor circ les — over 
the 
need for the regulations. 
A neutral observer, Martin 
E. Segal, the nation's leading 
expert, who is president of the 
consulting firm bearing 
his 
name (advisors to 1,000 such 
pension funds) recently 
dis­ 
cussed the awesome nature of 
the 
monies 
with 
this cor­ 
respondent. 
"T h ere’s a widespread idea 
that 
this 
money 
has been 
squirreled 
away.” explained 
Mr. Segal. "T hat it’s just sitting 
in banks and vaults waiting for 
people to grow old. 


"It isn't. That enormous sum 
is a three-way support for the 
American economy, a triple 
guarantee of the health of our 
economy and the security of 
A m erica’s 
wage 
and salary 
earn ers.” 
Mr. Segal, who is frequently 
consulted by the government, 
added that it represents 
the 
retirem ent security of millions 
of employes. The money also is 
the "biggest bloc of growth 
capital” for Am erican industry 
which borrows on it. And 
it 
provides billions 
of dollars 
of purchasing power for our 
ever-increasing older popula­ 
tion which 
now is spending $2 
billion a year out of their re­ 
tirem ent pension checks. 
Segal’s research ers have dis­ 
covered that the pension funds 
are 
the biggest buyers 
of 
securities in the land. 
The 
pension plans as a group bought 
more 
stocks 
than insurance 
companies, banks, investment 
firm s and m ore than individual 
investors did la st year. 
These pension plans buy bil­ 
lions of dollars worth of com­ 
mon stock, corporate bonds and 
notes. The money 
originally 
comes from industry and for 
the most part is handled by a 
joint board of labor and man­ 
agement tru stees. 
As Sam Goldwyn would say, 
there is no tin in that gold. 
ft’s a pity som e labor men 
mishandle their tru st and throw 
suspicion on the whole gargan­ 
tuan structure of dollars. 
Those are the men the sena­ 
tors are after.

Did Luke write the Acts of 
the Apostles? 
It is believed by some that 
the books of Luke and Acts at 
one time formed a single work, 
which we might entitle "A His­ 
tory of O rigins." They would 
have been separated when some 
Christians wished to have the 
four gospels in one codex, or 
book. Their separation would 
have been prior to 150 A .D . 
This is not, however, certain. 
It is only a theory. 
Usage then in vogue was, for 
example, the "Acts of Hanni­ 
bal," or the "Acts of Alex­ 
ander." This term designates 
neither history nor biography 
properly, but rather actions 
performed in an outstanding 
manner by some famous person 
or even by a nation. 
Acts really gives a selected 
number of incidents and deals 
with but five of the Apostles; 
James the G reater, John, James 
the L esser, Peter, and Paul, 
with references to Jude and 
Matthias. 
While it should be noted the 
Acts 
are 
not 
history 
as 
ordinarily written, insomuch as 
incidents are freely chosen out 
by the w riter, the accuracy of 
" c ts remains outstanding. 
Acts is not a biography either, 
for there is no effort to give 
full details on any of the men 
treated. The aim of Acts is 
entirely 
in 
the 
theological 
realm. 
The w riter of Acts probably 
made notes on his trips with 
Paul. These 
are represented 
in what have come to be called 
the "WeQSections." The 
first 
person plural is used without 
any indication to the reader that 
a change is about to appear. 
Acts is varied in style and 
vividness, some sections being 
heavy and showing signs of an 
Aramaic substratum, while oth­ 
ers are brilliantly Greek. 
The man who wrote the Acts, 
(probably Luke) was a note- 
taker, with piles of information 
before him, out of which he 
produced the amazing book. 
His documentation was rich, 
varied, more than a little ex­ 
tensive, and containing a good 
deal of circumstances. 
Luke belonged to the cultured 
class of the Hellenistic world. 
He had made studies in medi­ 
cine, he knew Greek well, and 
wrote it with ease. Paul met 
Luke on his second missionary 
journey at Troas, and took him 
along to Philippi. 
Luke's early life is uncertain, 
and 
authentic 
record 
is 
meager. Yet, according 
to 
most 
biblical 
scholars, 
he 
seems to be the likely author of 
Acts.

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Johnson, Now 57, 
Always A m bitious

WASHINGTON (AP) — L yn­ 
don B. Johnson was 57 today 
and if the world looks different 
to him than on his 47th birthday 
it's not just because he was the 
Senate Democratic leader then 
but President now. 
In August IO y ears ago, sh o rt­ 
ly before his birthday, he went 
home from more than a month 
in a hospital after a heart a t­ 
tack, not knowing for sure what 
he could do with the rest of his 
life. 
He wouldn't know until afte r a 
final medical check in D ecem ­ 
ber. The doctors might say he 
could go on a s before, but slow­ 
e r, or that he'd have to resign 
the majority le a d e r's job and be 
just another senator, with a lot 
le s s work. 
Before he left the hospital he 
w rote me a letter, asking me 
out to see him the day a fter he 
got home. Other newsmen got 
sim ila r le tte rs and visited him 
other days. It wasn't ha rd to see 
why, a fter talking with him . 
He apparently 
wouldn't let 
him self 
believe 
the doctors 
might o rd e r a quieter and le ss 
im portant life. I felt then, and I 
think I was right, he wanted to 
get out the word that he was 
bouncing back, as good as ev er. 
That he was am bitious was 
always obvious. But there was 
no indication in anything he said 
that he was thinking of the p r e s ­ 
idency although, looking liack, 
it's easy to believe he must 
have alw ays had that hope. 
F o r an am azing 2l/z hours he 
talked a torrent: 
About 
him self, 
his 
back­ 
ground, his diet a fter his h eart 
attack, the Senate session that 
had just ended, its accom plish­ 
ment, the technique of running 
the Senate, his plans for the 
next year a s lead e r again. 
He w asn't putting on an act. 
He was exploding with vitality 
but fru strated . He was under 
do cto rs' o rd e rs to take it easy, 
not to climb s ta irs , not to do 
m ore 
than walk around 
his 
room . 
But the doctors would have 
been astonished if they had been 
in that room , just watching him 
sitting 
down. 
He had one of 
those trick ch airs that tilts back 
and can bounce you forw ard. 
Johnson used it like a gym nasi­ 
um . 
He never stopped tilting him ­ 
self backward o r upward to 
talk, to em phasize, to finda le t­ 
te r in the files next to his chair 
o r dig out a record on the num­ 
b er of bills the Senate passed 
that year. 
It was 
preview of what a s ­ 
tonishes the country in Johnson 
now: 
The bottom less energy, 
the endless hours of work, the 
dashing here, th ere, and yonder, 
and always the attention to de­ 
tails. 
Many a heart attack victim 
goes through a s e rie s of re a c ­ 
tions: F ir s t, anger and dism ay 
that 
it could happen to him; 
next, desp air when he realizes 
his life must slow down, and, 
finally, adjustm ent to the idea 
that he can still lead a pretty 
full life, even at a slower pace. 
That day at his home Johnson 
said he had only two bad mo­ 
m ents after his attack, both pe­ 
riods of depression, but then 
decided because of his strong 
will and good head he could, by 
restrain in g his activity and his 
eating, resum e a norm al life. 
In the first seven months of 
1955 — he didn't become m ajo ri­ 
ty leader until that January — 
he had chalked up the most im ­ 
p re ssiv e reco rd of Senate lead ­ 
ersh ip in this century. As he sat 
th ere, he was figuring how he 
could do better in 1956. 
Now, a fte r seven months a s 
P resident, no other president in 
this century, except p erhaps in 
tim e of national 
em ergency, 
could match his record in get­ 
ting his p ro gram , some of it tr e ­ 
mendous, through C ongress. 
On 
that afternoon 
in 
1955 
Johnson 
explained his Senate 
su ccess was no accident, that 
the key was detailed planning. 
He gave many exam ples. But 
that was only part of the tech­ 
nique. 
He said he believed in show­ 
ing consideration for other peo­ 
ple — he was talking mostly 
about sen ato rs — and they a l­ 
ways appreciated it and showed 
it by th eir cooperation. 
But Johnson didn't slow down. 
H e's working h a rd e r now than 


he did in 1955, If this seem s ex­ 
traordinary in some one whc 
had such a severe heart attack, 
doctors have an explanation: 
Johnson and fo rm er President 
Dwight D. Elsenhower, who had 
his heart attack the sam e year, 
a re 
now 
IO y ears later ap­ 
proaching the condition of men 
who never had an attack be­ 
cause collateral blood v essels 
have taken over. 
N evertheless, 
there 
is one 
puzzling thing about all this. At 
the time lie was stricken, John­ 
son, 
6-feet-3, 
weighed 
200 
pounds. Tile doctors put him on 
a diet. 
Johnson 
said he'd consume 
even fewer calories than they 
allowed because he wanted to 
bring his weight down to 180. 
But today he weighs 210pounds.

S eptem ber 12, 1919 
When I was a boy a little epi­ 
sode occurred that taught me a 
lesson and made a brave man 
of a cowardly boy. It was this 
way: 
At school the teacher did 
not perm it boys to fight or quar- 
r e I if lie c o u l d help It, but for 
all that there was a chunky boy 
in school who would not fight, 
but run at every appearance of 
trouble. On the la st day of school 
I had been telling him what a 
beating I was going to give him 
on the last day of school so when 
school was d ism issed he bolted 
for the door and ran around the 
house while I ran around to head 
him off and we met in the c o r­ 
n er of the big chimney. 
He 
fought like a tig e r to get away, 
and soon made the discovery 
that he could fight, and so did 
I, for he gave me a terrible 
beating, and a fte r that he was 
cock of the walk and soon licked 
every boy in school. 
When he 
grew up he went to Fayette, 
was elected M arshal and killed 
two, 
if not th re e men while 
acting in that capacity. 
Now 
the moral of this is to teach 
you never to co rn e r a coward. 
It doesn't pay. 
I know by ex ­ 
perience. 
When I was a boy of about 
eight a company was organized 
to go to Mexico to fight the 
G re a se rs , and as they drilled 
considerable before starting it 
put the war fev er in the boys 
of the neighborhood and a com ­ 
pany of boys made up of about 
a dozen, including two o r three 
little negro boys to fill up, was 
soon organized. A captain was 
elected and we w ere put through 
the drill with our corn stalk 
guns and paper caps. 
It was 
great fun and we fully expected 
to be sent to Mexico if the war 
lasted very long. 
I have often 
wondered since the great world 
w ar was in p ro g re s s that the 
boys everyw here did not o r ­ 
ganize as we yaps did so long 
ago. 
The boy scouts were o r ­ 
ganized in som e places it is 
tru e , but they never had such a 
glorious tim e as we used to 
have, for with us it was a serious 
m atter as we fully expected to 
be called out. 
When I was a boy of IO the 
country 
was b a re of lib ra rie s 
and reading m a tte r generally. 
At my g ran d fath er's was a sort 
of box about th re e o r four feet 
long and two feet wide. 
This 
box had shelves in it and was 
nailed up to the wall in the 
family room . 
This was called 
the library and contained a lot 
of m iscellaneous books, novels 
and school books. 
Among the 
books was the "L ife of John 
A. M u rre ll", the most noted 
rob ber and m u rd e re r that ever 
operated in the south. 
I read 
it and prized it very highly and 
greatly adm ired his nerve and 
pluck. 
He often held great r e ­ 
vivals and was very eloquent 
and his m eetings resulted in 
hundreds of conversions. While 
he was preaching his pals were 
busy on the outside stealing 
h o rse s and running them into 
another state. 
He was finally 
caught and 
died 
in a peni­ 
tentiary. 
I, then, after reading 
his life, determ ined to be a 
big robber o r a b a r keeper, but 
I finally outgrew that desire. 
When I was a boy there was 
no hay fever in the country. 
F a it is, the people had never 
h eard of such a thing, but 
people occassionally had a real 
old fashioned " b a d cold", but 
this was no se rio u s m atter as 
it soon passed away after the 
victim had bathed his feet and 
legs up to the knees in a tub 
of water as hot as he could 
stand it. 
Then he was put to 
bed at once, given a dose of 
casto r oil, and left to sweat 
it out of his sy stem . Nowadays 
hay fever is quite fashionable, 
especially if you have leisure 
and money 
enough 
to 
spend 
August in the Rocky Mountains.
